Some time ago a camera 
charged with highly sonsitivizod paper 
was directed at a clear spot in the ikies, 
where the most powerful telescope de- 
tected nothing. To the surprise of uhc 
operator tho negative showed several 
stars of magnitude. Thia was :u first 
thought duo to some spot ortlolVrt in thu 
paper, but the experiment was tried 
again and again with the samo ivsiilt.

Timos, in which it was stated that Carllle 
bad boon unduly lutimuto witb u young 
ludy r.amod Cruto, whom ho had Induced to 
loave hor homo and Ilvo with bis family, 
and that thoir relations had not boon purely 
ot a platonlc nature. At tho time tbe lh-st 
article was published, CarlDo was out of 
the city, but on his return he wroto a card 
douying Qvorythlng tbat bad booon alleged 
against him. 
Mira Cruto also publlshod a 


card, in which sho hold tbat Mr. Carlilo bad 
be™ a. friend in wliom sho had truatod 
and who bail novor betrayed tbat trust. 


At 5::;0 o'clock Monday ofurnoon Dr. 


Mur.ford entered a cable car at tbo corner 
ot Ninth and Main stroots, and was soon 
followed by Carlllo, who, approaching: him, 
snlU: "You bavo klllod my wifo," n.t tho 
same time drawing a revolver and firing 
at Dr. Munford. 
Tbe bullot struck Mun- 


ford In tbo loft side, and ranged across the 
abdomen for a distance of 
BIX or seven 


inches, and lodged just under tbo skin. 
After Carlilo had llrcd at his victim ho 
jumped from tho car on tho south tilde aud 
tired four rnoro shots, two ot which took 
oll'oct on occupants of tho car. 
Ono of tho 


bulletd wounded John K. Halo, a book- 
keeper, in tho cboek. Anotbor bit Miss 
Joimlo Stroator, seriously, but not fatally 
wounding her. 


Dr. Munford was removed to Dr. Mc- 


Donald's ofl'.co where an examination of his 
wound showed that tho bullet had not pono- 
tratcd a vital part. 
Ur. Munford stated 


that aftor oponlng firo on him Carlilo 
jumped from tho car. "I tried to get my 
revolver out," said tbo doctor, "but It stuck 
in thu bolster anil by tho timo 1 drew it 
upon him bo was In tho bands of an oflicor, 
and I know if 1 flrod I might hurt some 
ono in the crowd.'1 


Thn excitement occasioned by tbo tragedy 


on tbo street was Intoaso. 
Carlllo waa ar- 


rostod almost immediately after tho shoot- 
ing, and no sooner was tbo nature of tho 
oci'un'aneo known amongst the crowd than 
threats oC lynching worn expressed.

direct pressure plan will undoubtedly be 
adopted. This question settled, and the 
plan approved of by tho common coun- 
cil, tho commencement of the wjrk will 
not necessarily bo delayed many weeks.
